witness a good deal of high pressure Nazi-inspired propaganda designed to} 

’ persuade the citizens of the United States and probably Canada as well to 
exert pressure on Great Britain to ease her naval blockade of European 
ports to prevent starvation among the people subjugated by Hitler and his 
Nazi thugs, 

Of course, if such a propaganda campaign is attempted, and it is likely 
to be, its source may be expected to be skilfully hidden. The seeds will 
be secretly planted—perhaps already are being sown, in what the sponsors 
hope will be fertile soil, influential executives of organizations devoted to 
humanitarian purposes, and efforts will no doubt be made to press in‘o ser- 
vice all the agencies of Christianity and human welfare. 

The object, of course, will be to endeavor to roll up a vast body of 
public opinion whose mission will be to persuade those in charge of the 
prosecution of our war effort, that the peoples of the German-conquered 
countries are being starved to death; that the health and morale of the 
survivors are being permanently undermined and that it is the duty of 
Great Britain to alleviate the suffering of these innocent people by allow- 
ing sufficient food to reach them to prevent an irreparable disaster, and to 


do so in the interests of “suffering humanity.”

It is 
important to buyer and seller alike 
that animals arrive at their destina- 
tion in the best possible condition but 
unfortunately losses due to high 
shrinkage, injuries and deaths are all 
to prevalent. If a few simple precau- 
tions are taken, most of the losses can 
be prevented. 


Before shipping, feeds of a non-lax- 
ative nature’such as good quality tim- 
othy or prairie hay should be fed. An- 
imals should be fed and watered reg- 
ularly and allowed their normal fill 
right up until shipping time. The 
practice of trying to obtain an abnor- 
mally large fill usually leads to diges- 
tive disturbances resulting in loss of 
weight. 


The most common cause of shipping 
losses are bruising due to horns, rough 
handling and improper fitting of cars 
Any farmer that does not dehorn 
his cattle is subject to a penalty of a 
dollar a head so that he has every 
reason to see that this important op- 
eration is performed on all commer- 
cial cattle. Cars of mixed stock should 
always be provided with proper par- 
titions and care taken to see that no 
nails or sharp corners are left as pos- 
sible sources of injury. 


Overloading of cars may lead to 
severe losses especially in stormy 
weather. Standard stock cars, which 
are 36 feet long and 8 feet wide, will 
accommodate approximately the fol- 
lowing numbers of the various classes 
of stock: 25- head of fat cattle at 
-85 to 100 ewes, 105 
lambs at. 85 pounds and 70 to 85 hogs 
at 200 pounds. The freight rate on

Overcrowding is es- 
pecially dangerous,in the case of hogs. 
Purebred: animals for which the pedi- 
gree certificate is submitted, may be 
shipped at half,the regular rate. 


Shrinkage in transit varies widely 
and’ has often led to misunderstand- 
ings and loss to shippers. Hogs will 
show a net shrinkage, based on fed 
watered weights, of about 3 per cent 
after a journey of 24 to 36 hours.

He would 
be assured of a sufficiency if he fail-' 
ed, through any of the setidents of 
life such as unemployment, old age} 
or injury, to be able to earn his own | 
living. Whatever his economic stand- 
ing, he would have access to full and 


careful medical attention. He would, 


have education to develop all is capac- | 


ities, Above all, the community would 
see to it that the blessing of children 
did not march hand in hand with the 
curse of poverty; every parent -would 


vide his children with the elementary | 
necessities of life ... Nor would such 
a national minimum be too costly: for 
the community to bear.’ At. a rough , 
calculation, such a minimum standard | 
of living would absorb’ about half of | 
the national income in Gréat Britain 
and probbaly- about the same propor- 
tion in the United States.
